TO INSTALL BIG PIPE 



Save for the important duty of 
appointing a new tax collector, 
little but routine business occu- 
pied Council at its April meeting 
Monday night. 

An important source of poten- 
tial revenue for the borough was 
divulged in the report of the 
Liens Committee of which Clar- 
ence Kaeber is chairman. It was 
shown that $9614.93 is due the 
borough under liens placed in sat- 
isfaction of sewer, street and 
sidewalk work. 

The committee is working in 
an effort to clear up the amount 
of these liens by payment of fore- 
closure. A number have already 
been satisfied. 

A special committee appointed 
last month to draft a resolution 
on the death of the late A. Perry 
Reifer offered to Council a docu- 
ment of simple and dignified 
wording, which expresses the re- 
gret of the councilmen at the loss 
of their senior member. A copy 
of the resolution will be sent to 
the family. 

No steps were taken to fill the 
vacant seat, as a suitable council- 
man has not as yet been chosen. ' 
The Property Committee re- 
ported an agreement with the 
League of Women Voters which 
removes the fear of that organiza- 
tion that they would be deprived 
of a meeting place. The Property 
Committee confirmed the action 
of the Recreation Board is grant- 
ing free use of the Legion room

The 
name of the book is "The King's 
Henchman" by Edna St. Vincent 
Millay.
